Media Credentials will be issued in accordance with NHL policies to actively working media members who maintain a legitimate 
working function at the game and who produce consistent coverage at an affiliated media outlet, or to unaffiliated outlets where 
access and interviews are necessary to their planned coverage. A credential is for use solely in connection with the media mem- 
ber's news and editorial game coverage. 


All credentials are issued at the discretion of the Florida Panthers Hockey Club. 


Press Box access is restricted to credentialed working media members only. Family, friends and guests will NOT BE PERMITTED in 
the press box. In addition, media members are prohibited from using credentials to gain access to non-approved ticketed and club 
areas of the arena. Violation of these policies will result in revocation of credentials for the remainder of the season. 


Press Box available seating is limited. In cases where a seat is not available, media may still be granted access to cover digitally.

After initial pick up, press 
credentials or prior RSVP will be required for building entry. 


PRESS BOX ACCESS

VIOLA 


CHAIRMAN, OWNER & GOVERNOR 


Vincent J. Viola is the Chairman, Owner and Governor of Sunrise Sports & Entertainment and 
the National Hockey League's Florida Panthers, as well as Chairman of the Florida Panthers 
Foundation. An entrepreneur, philanthropist, and veteran of the United States Army, Mr. 
Viola is a Brooklyn, N.Y. native and graduate of both the U.S. Military Academy at West 
Point and New York Law School. Mr. Viola is also Co-Founder and Chairman Emeritus of Virtu 
Financial, one of the nation's foremost providers of financial technology products and ser- 
vices, and former Chairman of the New York Mercantile Exchange (2001-2004). 


Since his purchase of the Florida Panthers franchise in 2013, Mr. Viola's leadership, invest- 
ments in the local community and dedication to growing the game of hockey in the State 
of Florida have not only transformed the team's on-ice performance—leading to a 2021-22 
Presidents’ Trophy win and a 2022-23 Prince of Wales Trophy—it helped to expand interest 
in the sport across the Sunshine State while making a positive impact in the lives of South Floridians. 


Under Mr. Viola's stewardship, the Florida Panthers Foundation has refocused its mission on serving veterans, in addition to investing 
in children's education, conserving the endangered Florida panther, and growing youth hockey with an emphasis on furthering diver- 
sity, inclusion, and access to the game. Since then, the Foundation has provided free educational programming for hundreds of local 
public schools and continues to serve the community through ongoing outreach programs, crisis relief efforts, grant programs, and 
partnerships with local 501c3 organizations. 


Mr. Viola, who was recognized in 2021 by Sports Business Journal for his advocacy in diverse and inclusive hiring, is one of four team 
owners on the NHL's Executive Inclusion Council to combat racism and accelerate diversity. Under his leadership, the Panthers have 
continued to further these efforts both on and off the ice, including the revitalization of Fort Lauderdale's historic War Memorial 
Auditorium and construction of a two-sheet team practice and community ice facility-the Baptist Health IcePlex-which will host an 
array of community hockey and skating programs and increase access to the sport of hockey to thousands of tri-county residents. 


A graduate of the U.S. Army Airborne, Air Assault, Infantry, and Ranger Schools, Mr. Viola served as an infantry officer in the 101st 
Airborne Division, and his dedication to the U.S. military additionally led to his creation of the Florida Panthers' Heroes Among Us 
program, which has honored hundreds of veterans, and counting, since its inception in 2013. 


As Chairman of the New York Mercantile Exchange (NYMEX) from 2001-2004, Mr. Viola's decisive leadership, guidance, and untiring 
efforts were credited with leading NYMEX's reopening following the terrorist attacks on the World Trade Center on September 11, 
2001. Mr. Viola's commitment to our nation's security led to his founding of the Combating Terrorism Center at West Point. In 2023, 
Mr. Viola received the Financial Innovation Award from the Museum of American Finance as the Co-Founder and Chairman Emeritus 
of Virtu Financial. 


A life-long horse racing enthusiast and owner of St. Elias Stables, Mr. Viola owns the 2017 Kentucky Derby and Florida Derby-winning 
horse, Always Dreaming, the 2019 Breeder's Cup Classic winner, Vino Rosso, and the 2023 Florida Derby winner, Forte. 


Mr. Viola and his wife, Teresa, have three sons - John, Michael, and Travis - and several grandchildren.

Douglas A. Cifu is the Vice Chairman, Partner, and Alternate Governor of Sunrise Sports & Entertainment 
(SSE), the National Hockey League's Florida Panthers, Amerant Bank Arena, and SSE's additional oper- 
ating entities. He is also Chief Executive Officer of Virtu Financial, one of the nation's foremost provid- 
ers of financial technology products and services, which he co-founded along with Panthers Owner, 
Chairman, and Governor Vincent J. Viola in 2008.' 


Prior to Virtu, Cifu practiced law for 18 years at the international law firm Paul, Weiss, Rifkind, 

Wharton & Garrison LLP, where he was a partner. While there, Cifu served as a member of the firm's 
Management Committee, Deputy Chairman of the Corporate Department, and Co-Head of the Private 
Equity Group. Highly regarded by his peers, Cifu was recognized by Chambers USA and The Legal 500 as 
a leading mergers and acquisitions lawyer for buyouts and private equity transactions. 


A native of Syosset, N.Y., Cifu graduated magna cum laude with a Bachelor of Arts degree from Columbia University, where he was elected a member of 
the Phi Beta Kappa academic honor society, before completing his J.D. at Columbia Law School. 


Cifu currently serves on the board of directors of the U.S. Chamber of Commerce and the board of visitors of Columbia College at Columbia University. 


He resides in Jupiter, Fla. with his wife, Melissa Lautenberg Cifu, their daughter, Rachel, and son, Daniel.

CALDWELL 


PRESIDENT & CEO, ALTERNATE GOVERNOR 


Matthew Caldwell is the President, Chief Executive Officer, and Alternate Governor of the National Hockey 
League's Florida Panthers. A U.S. Army veteran and former Vice President at Goldman Sachs, Caldwell first joined 
the Panthers as Chief Operating Officer in 2014. Just two years later, at age 36, Caldwell assumed the role of 
President & Chief Executive Officer, making him the youngest CEO in all of U.S. professional sports at the time. 


Over the past several years, Caldwell's strategic efforts have played a pivotal role in the rebirth of the Florida 
Panthers-from building a front office team that continues to set franchise records in ticket sales, TV viewership, 
and sponsorship revenue, to onboarding Florida Panthers General Manager Bill Zito in 2020, whose transforma- 
tional work led the team to its first Presidents' Trophy for most points in the 2021-22 regular season. 


A graduate of the United States Military Academy at West Point, Caldwell went on to serve five years as a U.S. 
Army Captain where he conducted combat operations in Iraq, led peacekeeping operations in Kosovo, and 
trained soldiers preparing for deployment in Germany. During his military career, Caldwell was awarded a NATO 
Kosovo Military Medal, an Iraq Campaign Medal, and a Bronze Star Medal. Much in the way he diligently and 
selflessly served the country, Caldwell has continued to serve the Panthers franchise, pushing it towards great 


success. 


As President & CEO, Caldwell led the Panthers through the COVID-19 pandemic, both ensuring the jobs of all full-time employees while setting a new blueprint for 
safety ahead of fan return; in December 2020, the Panthers home arena became the NHL's first to achieve the prestigious WELL Health-Safety Rating, which serves 
as the global benchmark for safety in public spaces, and soon after welcomed fans back to the stands with a reimagined in-game experience focused on health and 
wellbeing. 


In lockstep with Panthers ownership, Caldwell's servant leadership has catapulted the organization's commitment and outreach to the South Florida community-from 
providing free educational programming to thousands of local students and committing more than $5 million to local nonprofits, to crisis relief efforts that have 
ranged from rebuilding a local family's home after a fire to sheltering and feeding thousands of community members at Panthers home arena during Hurricane Irma. 


Under Caldwell's leadership, the Panthers have also placed a heightened emphasis on advancing diversity, inclusion, and access, both within the sport of hockey and 
the community beyond. 


As an extension of this mission, Caldwell has played an instrumental role in the Panthers revitalization of Fort Lauderdale's iconic War Memorial Auditorium and 
construction of a new two-sheet team practice and community ice facility-the Baptist Health IcePlex-which will host an array of community hockey and skating 
programs and increase access to the sport to thousands of tri-county residents. 


Caldwell was named as a South Florida Business Journal Ultimate CEO in 2021, and has also received ‘Forty Under 40' recognition by both Sports Business Journal 
(2018) and South Florida Business Journal (2016). He is a member of the Greater Fort Lauderdale Alliance CEO Council, Broward Workshop Executive Committee, and 


Orange Bowl Committee, and serves as an advisor on the Broward College District Board. 


Caldwell completed his J.D. degree from Northwestern University School of Law, his MBA from Northwestern Kellogg School of Management, and his Bachelor of 
Science degree from West Point. He resides in Fort Lauderdale with his wife, Fernanda, and their children, Flora and Pedro. 
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FRONT OFFICE 


ZITO 


GENERAL MANAGER, ALTERNATE GOVERNOR 


Bill Zito was named General Manager of the Florida Panthers on September 2, 2020. 


He is responsible for the club's hockey operations, including all matters relating to player 
personnel, scouting and minor league operations. 


Zito overhauled the Panthers roster in his first season at the helm, quickly transforming the 
Cats into one of the most dynamic and exciting teams in the National Hockey League. In 2020- 
21, the Panthers set franchise records for points percentage (.705), goals per game (3.36) and 
shots on goal per game (34.9) en route to a second-place finish in the Central Division 
standings and a berth in the Stanley Cup Playoffs. 


In 2021-22, The Panthers stayed atop the NHL standings for much of the campaign to earn the 
club's third division title and first Presidents’ Trophy. The Panthers once again set club marks in points percentage (.744), goals per game 
(4.11) and shots on goal per game (37.3), earning a franchise-best 58 wins and 122 points, which marked the fourth-most points by a team 
in League history. The 2021-22 Cats were the first team since 1995-96 to average over four goals per game, and their 337 goals were the 
most of any club over that span. The Panthers combined 95-32-11 regular season record tied for the best mark of any club over that span, 
as well. Between Zito's first two seasons, the club boasted a league-leading 525 goals and paced all clubs with an average 3.80 goals per 
game and 36.3 shots on goal per game. Florida's 0.7283 points percentage under Zito's first two seasons at the helm is the highest points 
percentage through the first two seasons of any general manager in NHL history among those who started a season with a club in that 
position. 


Improving every season under Zito's leadership, the Panthers 2022-23 season was highlighted by the hiring of veteran Head Coach Paul 
Maurice, the blockbuster acquisition of Matthew Tkachuk, an Eastern Conference Championship and the franchise's first-ever win in the 
Stanley Cup Final. The Panthers clawed their way into the 2023 playoffs as an eighth-seed, finishing the season with 43 fewer points than 
their Round 1 opponent—the League's all-time winningest regular season Boston Bruins—and defeating them in seven games. The Panthers 
became the second-ever team to overcome a 3-1 series deficit to defeat the Presidents’ Trophy winner in any round, the eighth team to 
defeat the Presidents’ Trophy winner in the opening round of the Stanley Cup Playoffs, and the third to do so via a Game 7 victory. After 
eliminating the Bruins, the Cats went on a rampage of eight wins in nine games, defeating the Toronto Maple Leafs in five games and 
sweeping the regular season's second-best team, the Carolina Hurricanes, punching their ticket to the franchise's second Stanley Cup Final 
appearance. 


Off the ice, Zito established a first-of-its kind Goaltending Excellence Department, focused on a comprehensive, integrated experience and 
program for all goalies in the Panthers system and headed by Hockey Hall of Famer and Special Advisor to the GM, Roberto Luongo. 


Prior to joining the Panthers, Zito spent seven seasons with the Columbus Blue Jackets organization (2013-14 to 2019-2020), serving as 
assistant general manager for six seasons before his promotion in 2019 to vice president of hockey operations, associate general 
manager and alternate governor. In 2015-16, Zito was named general manager for Columbus' American Hockey League affiliate, the 
Cleveland Monsters (then Lake Erie Monsters). 


During Zito's first season with the Monsters, the club posted a franchise-record 97 points in the regular season and won its first-ever Calder 
Cup Championship. The Monsters produced a 15-2 record in the 2016 Calder Cup Playoffs, the best record for a team in four rounds in AHL 
history. 


On the international stage, the Milwaukee, Wisc., native served as general manager for Team USA at the 2018 IIHF World Championship, 
capturing a bronze medal and posting a 6-2-0-2 (W-OTW-OTL-L) record, tied for the best-ever by a U.S. team in tournament play. Zito also 
served as a member of the management team for the United States at the 2015 IIHF World Championship, winning a bronze medal. 


Prior to his career as an NHL executive, Zito founded and built Acme World Sports in 1995, building it into a world-renowned talent agency 
for hockey players. He represented Vezina Trophy winners Tim Thomas and Tuukka Rask, Vezina Trophy finalist Antii Niemi, Selke Trophy 
winner John Madden and All-Stars Kimmo Timonen and Brian Rafalski. Zito graduated from Yale University in 1987, where he earned a 
bachelor's degree in history. While at Yale, he played three seasons for the Bulldogs Division | men's ice hockey team. Following his 
graduation, Zito played one season of professional hockey in Europe before returning home to Wisconsin, where he attended law school 
at the University of Wisconsin-Madison from 1990-93. There he served as a graduate assistant and assistant coach for the Badgers hockey 
team as well as a radio color commentator until he graduated with his JD degree in 1993. 


While attending high school in Milwaukee, Zito served as bat boy for the 1981 and 1982 Milwaukee Brewers under legendary general 
manager Harry Dalton, who encouraged Zito to one day pursue a career in management. In 1982, the Brewers owned the best record in 
Major League Baseball and won the American League pennant before falling to the St. Louis Cardinals in seven games in the 1982 World 
Series. 


Zito and his wife, Julie, are the parents of twin daughters, Frankie and Gigi and son, Billy.

Paul Maurice was named the head coach of the Florida Panthers on June 22, 
2022. A veteran of 25 NHL seasons as a head coach, Maurice joined Florida 
after having spent nine seasons behind the bench with the Winnipeg Jets 
(2013-14 to 2021-22). He previously served as the head coach for the Hartford 
Whalers/Carolina Hurricanes (1995-96 to 2003-04, 2008-09 to 2011-12) and 
the Toronto Maple Leafs (2006-07 to 2007-08). 


In his inaugural season in South Florida, Maurice steered the franchise to a 
Prince of Wales Trophy as well as the club's first win in the Stanley Cup Final, 
marking Maurice's second-career Stanley Cup appearance.

Bret Hedican chips in his first two points as a Panther - both 
assists — in just his second game. 


JANUARY 26, 1999 

The Russian Rocket ignites the Cats with his first Florida hat 
trick. Pavel Bure's three goals force a 3-3 tie with the Flyers in 
Philadelphia. Bure finishes the contest with six goals in his first 
three games as a Panther. 


JANUARY 27, 1999 

Pavel Bure plays his first game at National Car Rental Center. 
Although he has his three-game goal-scoring streak snapped, 
he earns his first home point in Florida with an assist, as the 
Cats top Montreal, 2-1. The win extends Florida's unbeaten 
streak to four in Bure's first four games. 


FEBRUARY 8, 1999 

The Panthers announce they have signed Pavel Bure to a 
five-year contract extension, locking up rights to the “Russian 
Rocket" through the 2005-2006 season.

Four games after returning from a strained right knee, Pavel 
Bure nets a hat trick on his first three shots against the 
Colorado Avalanche. But Bure is forced to leave the game 
when he re-injures his knee and the Cats blow a 5-0 lead by 
allowing seven unanswered goals.

The Panthers select 18-year-old right wing Denis Shvidki as 
their first selection (12th overall) in the 1999 NHL Entry Draft, 
in Boston. The Kharkov, Ukraine, native had just completed a 
94-point season with Barrie (OHL). 


JULY 12, 1999 

The Panthers name Chuck Fletcher general manager of the 
Louisville affiliate. Fletcher will also remain assistant general 
manager of the Florida Panthers, under Bryan Murray. 


JULY 22, 1999 

Hall of Fame Broadcaster Jiggs McDonald is named radio play- 
by-play announcer for the Florida Panthers. McDonald will team 
with Randy Moller on Panthers radio broadcasts for flagship 
radio station WQAM (560 AM). 


AUGUST 9, 1999 

SportsChannel Florida and the Florida Panthers announce an 
agreement that extends the exclusive Panthers television 
rights to SportsChannel Florida through the 2010-2011 season. 


AUGUST 25, 1999 
The Panthers name Steve Dangerfield senior vice president. 


SEPTEMBER 3, 1999 
Veteran players report for Panthers training camp in 
Hull, Quebec. 


SEPTEMBER 30, 1999 

The Cats send original Panther Bill Lindsay to Calgary for 
Flames' Captain Todd Simpson, a rugged defenseman who 
would lead Florida with 202 penalty minutes on the season. 


OCTOBER 2, 1999 

The Florida Panthers open the season with a 4-3 victory over 
the Washington Capitals at National Car Rental Center. It is 
the second straight home season-opening win for the Cats 
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since moving to Sunrise. Pavel Bure scores the first of his 
team-record 58 goals in the contest, returning from major 
reconstructive knee surgery. 


OCTOBER 12, 1999 

Panthers Right Wing Pavel Bure records his 500th career NHL 
point, with an assist on Lance Pitlick's game-winning goal at 
Montreal. The Cats win 2-1. 


NOVEMBER 15, 1999 

The Panthers sign unrestricted free agent Forward Ray 
Sheppard, a playoff hero for Florida during the 1995-96 run to 
the Stanley Cup Finals. He is the second player in team history 
to return for a second tour of duty (Dallas Eakins). 


NOVEMBER 19, 1999 

Panthers Vice President and General Manager Bryan Murray 
sends goaltender Sean Burke and a fifth-round pick in the 2000 
Entry Draft to Phoenix for goalie Mikhail Shtalenkov and the 
Coyotes’ fourth-round pick in 2000.

The 
same day, the NHL announces that Panthers forward Jaromir 
Jagr has been named the Captain of the Atlantic Division team 
for the 2016 NHL All-Star Game. The honor for Jagr marks his 
13th career All-Star Game selection. 


JANUARY 3, 2016 

Jaromir Jagr scores twice to the lead the Panthers to their 
franchise record seventh consecutive home win in a 2-1 win 
over the Minnesota Wild. The win is Florida's ninth consecutive 
victory overall. 


JANUARY 6, 2016 

Head Coach Gerard Gallant, defenseman Aaron Ekblad and 
goaltender Roberto Luongo join forward Jaromir Jagr in being 
named to the 2016 NHL All-Star Game in Nashville. Gallant is 
the only the second Panthers coach to be named to an All-Star 
Game, following Doug MacLean (1996, 1997). Ekblad and Luongo 
are named to the All-Star Game for the second consecutive 
season. Florida's four are the most to represent the Panthers 
at a single All-Star Game in history. 


Florida's 2-1 win in Edmonton marks a franchise record 12th 
consecutive victory. The team's 12-game winning streak began 
with a 5-1 win on Dec. 15 in Brooklyn against the New York 
Islanders. During the streak the Panthers set franchise records 
for consecutive wins (12), home wins (7) and road wins (6). 


JANUARY 22, 2016 

Roberto Luongo and the Panthers shut out the reigning Stanley 
Cup Champion Chicago Blackhawks 3-0 at the BB&T Center. 
Luongo's 27 saves earned him sole possession of 11th all-time 
in shutouts (71) passing Lorne Chabot and Harry Lumley. 


JANUARY 23, 2016 

The Panthers top the reigning Eastern Conference Champion 
Tampa Bay Lightning 3-1 only 24 hours after defeating the 
defending Stanley Cup Champion Chicago Blackhawks 3-0. With 
the two wins, the Cats become the first team since the 1990-91 
Calgary Flames to defeat the previous season's Stanley Cup 
finalists in consecutive nights. 


JANUARY 26, 2016 

In the midst of a breakout season, the Panthers extend center 
Aleksander Barkov to a six-year contract. 38 games into the 
season, Barkov has recorded 30 points (12-18-30) and recorded 
14 points (6-8-14) during Florida's 12-game winning streak. 


FEBRUARY 4, 2016 

Both Jaromir Jagr and Roberto Luongo make history in Florida's 
6-3 win over the Detroit Red Wings. Jagr beccomes only the 
sixth player in NHL history to record 1,100 assists, while Luongo 
makes 36 saves to earn his 424th career win and pass Tony 
Esposito for seventh all-time. Luongo also collects a franchise- 
best ninth consecutive home win in the victory. 


FEBRUARY 8, 2016 

The NHL names Vincent Trocheck third star of the week for the 
week ending February 7. Trocheck recorded six points (3-3-6) in 
three games during the week. 


FEBRUARY 20, 2016 

In a 3-1 win over the Winnipeg Jets, Jaromir Jagr once again 
makes NHL history. Scoring Florida's first goal, Jagr records his 
741st career goal, tying Brett Hull for third all-time. Jagr strikes 
again with the Panthers third goal of the game, passing Hull 
and claiming third all-time for himself with his 742nd career 
goal. 


FEBRUARY 22, 2016 

The NHL names Jaromir Jagr first star of the week for the week 
ending February 21. During the week Jagr scored three goals 

in three games and became the 10th player in NHL history to 
appear in a game at age 44, celebrating his birthday on Feb. 15 
in a 2-1 shootout win vs. Pittsburgh. 


FEBRUARY 27, 2016 

The Panthers pounce before the trade deadline acquiring 
forward Jiri Hudler from the Calgary Flames in exchange for 

a 2016 second round draft pick and a 2018 fourth round pick. 
The Panthers then acquired defenseman Jakub Kindl from the 
Detroit Red Wings for a 2017 sixth round pick and ended their 
trade activity for the day acquiring forward Teddy Purcell from 
the Edmonton Oilers in exchange for a 2016 third round pick. 
FEBRUARY 28, 2016 

Head Coach Gerard Gallant is named an assistant coach for 
Team North America at the 2016 World Cup of Hockey. 


MARCH 3, 2016 

Earning an assist on an Erik Gudbranson goal in a 3-2 loss at 
Colorado, Jaromir Jagr registers his 1,850th career point tying 
"Mr. Hockey" Gordie Howe for third all-time in points. 


MARCH 7, 2016 

With an assist on Aleksander Barkov's 20th goal of the season 
vs. Boston, Jaromir Jagr passes Gordie Howe with his 1,851st 
career point, claiming sole possession of third all-time on the 
NHL points list. Jagr also played in his 1,613th NHL game that 
night, passing Ray Bourque for ninth all-time in career games 
played. Despite overcoming a three-goal deficit, Florida fell 5-4 
in overtime. 


MARCH 14, 2016 
The NHL names Vincent Trocheck second star of the week for 
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the week ending March 13. Trocheck recorded six points (1-5- 
6) in three games during the week to earn a star of the week 
honors for the second time of the season. 


APRIL 2, 2016 

With a 4-3 win over Montreal at the BB&T Center, the Panthers 
surpass their franchise record for wins in a season set in 1999- 
00, after registering their 44th victory of 2015-16. 


APRIL 3, 2016 
With Boston's 6-4 loss to Chicago, the Panthers clinch a playoff 
berth for the 2016 Stanley Cup Playoffs. 


APRIL 4, 2016 

With a 4-3 win over Toronto at the Air Canada Centre, the 
Panthers reach 98 points, surpassing the 97-point franchise 
record set in 1999-00. The win is the 700th in franchise history. 


APRIL 5, 2016 

Brian Campbell plays in his 1,000th NHL game as the Cats 
defeat Montreal 4-1 at the Bell Centre. The game also marks 
Campbell's 374th consecutive game with Florida, marking a 
new franchise record for consecutive games played. With the 
win and a Tampa Bay Lightning loss to the New York Rangers, 
the Panthers clinch the Atlantic Division, marking the second 
time in franchise history that Cats have won a division title. 
Florida reaches the 100 point mark for the first time in 
franchise history. 


APRIL 9, 2016 
The Panthers name Matt Caldwell President and CEO of Sunrise 
Sports and Entertainment. 


With a 5-2 win to close out the 2015-16 season, Roberto Luongo 
earns his 35th win of the season, tying his own franchise record 
for wins in a season set in 2005-06. The Panthers finish the 
season with new franchise records for wins (47) and points 
(103). 


APRIL 14, 2016 

The Cats kick off the 2016 Stanley Cup Playoffs with game one 
of the Eastern Conference quarterfinals against the New York 
Islanders. Florida falls 5-4 in game one. 

APRIL 15, 2016 

The Panthers get their first win of the postseason and their 
first since April 21, 2012, topping the Islanders 3-1. Roberto 
Luongo makes 41 saves to earn first star of the game honors. 


APRIL 17, 2016 

Reilly Smith becomes the first Panthers player to record three 
consecutive multi-point games in the playoffs after he posted 
three points (1-2-3) in Florida 4-3 overtime loss to the Islanders 
in game three of the 2016 Eastern Conference quarterfinals. 


APRIL 30, 2016 

Center Aleksander Barkov is named a finalist for the 2016 Lady 
Byng Memorial Trophy joining Boston's Loui Eriksson and Los 
Angeles' Anze Kopitar. 


MAY 1, 2016 
Forward Jaromir Jagr is named a finalist for the 2016 Bill 
Masterton Memorial Trophy joining Pittsburgh Penguins forward 


Pascal Dupuis and New York Rangers forward Mats Zuccarello. 


MAY 5, 2016 

The ageless wonder Jaromir Jagr re-signs with Florida for 
another season after leading the team with 66 points (27-39- 
66) in 79 games. The very same day, head coach Gerard Gallant 
is named a finalist for the 2016 Jack Adams Trophy joining 
Dallas' Lindy Ruff and Washington's Barry Trotz. 


MAY 16, 2016 

The Panthers announce that executive vice president and 
general manager Dale Tallon has been promoted to President 
of Hockey Operations, and that associate general manager Tom 
Rowe has been promoted to general manager. Rowe becomes 
the 10th general manager in franchise history. 

Eric Joyce and Steve Werier are named assistant general 
managers. 


MAY 23, 2016 

The Panthers announce an American Hockey League affiliation 
with Springfield Hockey , LLC following the company's purchase 
and relocation of the Portland Pirates.

Henrik Borgstrom 23rd overall. Borgstrom is committed 

to the University of Denver. 


JUNE 25, 2016 

Early into day two of the 2016 NHL Draft the Panthers acquire 
defenseman Mark Pysyk, a 2016 second round pick (38th 
overall) and 2016 third round pick (89th overall) from Buffalo 
in exchange for defenseman Dmitry Kulikov and Florida's 
2016 second round pick (33rd overall), previously acquired 
from Vancouver.

Jagr's three assists tie him with Mark 
Messier for second all-time in NHL scoring with 1,887 career 
points.

to win their first game in LA since Nov. 27, 2002. Jonathan 
Huberdeau, Jussi Jokinen and Aleksander Barkov light the lamp 
for the Cats in the win. 


FEBRUARY 20, 2017 

Vincent Trocheck scores with five seconds remaining in the 
third period to win the game for the Panthers with a 2-1 final 
over the St. Louis Blues at Scottrade Center. With the win 
the Panthers complete a franchise-best road trip with five 
consecutive wins. On the trip the Panthers top Nashville, San 
Jose, Anaheim, Los Angeles and St. Louis. 


MARCH 25, 2017 

In the biggest margin of victory in a home game in franchise 
history, as well as the largest shutout victory in franchise 
history, the Panthers pounce on the Blackhawks with a 7-0 win. 
James Reimer plays a perfect game, making 25 saves to earn 
his first shutout with the Panthers. Jonathan Marchessault 
explodes with a natural hat trick, earning his first career three- 
goal game and becoming the first Panther to score a hat trick 
on BB&T Center ice since Feb. 26, 2013 (Tomas Kopecky) and 
the first to post a natural hat trick since Oct. 30, 2009 

(Steve Reinprecht). 


APRIL 3, 2017 

Jonathan Marchessault becomes the first Panther since David 
Booth (2008-09) to record 30 goals in a season as he nets 

his 30th tally of 2016-17 against the Montreal Canadiens. 

His 30 goals are the most he has amassed at any level in his 
professional career. 


APRIL 8, 2017 

Shawn Thornton plays his final NHL game in Florida's 3-0 win 
over the Buffalo Sabres at BB&T Center. The veteran forward 
is voted first star of the game by the local media as his 
teammates stay on the ice to congratulate him on the honor 
and a successful career. Following the game, Thornton tosses 
his skates into his nearby wastebasket.

JUNE 22, 2017 

Dale Tallon announces that Hockey Hall of Fame defenseman 
Chris Pronger is named the Panthers new Senior Advisor to 
the President of Hockey Operations. The former Stanley Cup 
champion and league MVP will work alongside Tallon after 
spending the previous three seasons working for the NHL 
Department of Player Safety. 


JUNE 23, 2017 

On the first day of the 2017 NHL Draft, the Panthers select right 
wing Owen Tippett with the 10th overall pick. Tippett led the 
Mississauga Steelheads of the Ontario Hockey League with 44 
goals and 75 points in 2016-17.

The Panthers 2017 first round pick, Owen Tippett makes his NHL 
debut in Philadelphia. The Cats fall 5-1 to the Flyers. 


OCTOBER 26, 2017 

Radim Vrbata scores his fifth career hat trick in Florida's 8-3 
win over the Anaheim Ducks at BB&T Center. Rookie Owen 
Tippett scores his first NHL goal in the win. 


NOVEMBER 10, 2017 

Roberto Luongo earns his 455th NHL win in the Panthers 4-1 
victory over the Buffalo Sabres at KeyBank Center. The win 
propels Luongo past Curtis Joseph for fourth on the NHL's all- 
time goaltending wins list. 


NOVEMBER 27, 2017 

Roberto Luongo makes history again as he registers his 200th 
win in a Panthers uniform as the Cats top the Devils 3-2 at 
Prudential Center. With the victory, Luongo joins Patrick Roy 
as only the second goaltender in NHL history to post 200 wins 
with two different franchises. 


JANUARY 23, 2018 

In a rough-and-tumble game at the American Airlines Center 
in Dallas, the Panthers and Stars combine for 138 PIM. Micheal 
Haley logs 39 PIMs, breaking a franchise record for PIM ina 
single game held by Joey Tetarenko (37 PIM) since Jan. 19, 
2002. 


JANUARY 28, 2018 
Aleksander Barkov plays in his first NHL All-Star Game 
advancing to the final game with the Atlantic Division team. 


JANUARY 30, 2018 

In Florida's first game after the All-Star break, the club tops 
the New York Islanders 4-1 at Barclays Center. Goaltender 
Harri Sateri earns his first win filling in for the injured 

Roberto Luongo and James Reimer. The win is the first of four 
consecutive wins for Sateri. Including the win in New York, the 
Panthers win seven in a stretch of eight games. 


FEBRUARY 12, 2018 

In a high scoring affair at Rogers Place, the Panthers defeat 
the Edmonton Oilers 7-5 following a third period hat trick from 
Vincent Trocheck. The hat trick marks the first of his NHL 
career, as he becomes the first Panther to post a hat trick ina 
single period since Steven Reinprecht (Oct. 30, 2009) and the 
first to post a hat trick in the game's third period since Pavel 
Bure (Jan. 1, 2000). The Panthers and Oilers also make history

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penalty shots, marking the first time in NHL history both teams 
had a successful penalty shot attempt in a single game. 


FEBRUARY 14, 2018 

Following the tragic events at Marjory Stoneman Douglas 

High School in Parkland, Fla., the Panthers in the midst of a 
Western Canadian road trip defeat the Vancouver Canucks 4-1 
at Rogers Arena. Following the game, Captain Derek MacKenzie 
makes mention to the media that the win was dedicated “to 
everybody back home". 


FEBRUARY 16, 2018 

Roberto Luongo returns to the crease for Florida after missing 
27 games due to injury as the Panthers defeat the Calgary 
Flames 6-3 at Scotiabank Saddledome. The Panthers uniform 
now displays a patch on their jersey sleeves emblazoned "MSD" 
and a helmet sticker with the Stoneman Douglas High School 
logo. The Cats continue to wear both until the season's end. 


FEBRUARY 22, 2018 

In Florida's first home game since the tragedy at Marjory 
Stoneman Douglas High School, Roberto Luongo addresses the 
BB&T Center crowd following an emotional pregame ceremony 
to honor the victims of the tragedy. Luongo's passionate 
speech becomes a defining moment of the Panthers season 
as the Cats defeat the Washington Capitals 3-2, beginning a 
franchise record eight-game home winning streak. 


FEBRUARY 24, 2018 

Evgenii Dadonov completes his first NHL hat trick, scoring the 
game-winning goal in Florida's dramatic 6-5 victory over the 
Pittsburgh Penguins at BB&T Center. 


MARCH 6, 2018 

In Florida's final match-up of the season against the Tampa 
Bay Lightning, Nick Bjugstad scores a goal in each regulation 
period to notch his first NHL hat trick. The Panthers force the 
game into overtime but fall 5-4. Bjugstad becomes the fourth 
Panther to post a hat trick on the season, marking the first 
time a Panthers team has had four different players produce a 
hat trick since the 2009-10 season. 


MARCH 29, 2018 

After signing with Florida three days earlier, Henrik Borgstrom 
makes his NHL debut in Florida's 3-2 overtime loss to the 
Ottawa Senators at Canadian Tire Centre. 


APRIL 5, 2018 

Roberto Luongo plays in his 1,000th NHL game, becoming 

only the third goaltender in history to reach the milestone. 
Luongo forgoes a pregame celebration in order to focus on the 
Panthers current win streak and push for the playoffs. The Cats 
top the Boston Bruins 3-2 at BB&T Center. 


APRIL 7, 2018 

Despite an afternoon Philadelphia Flyers victory over the New 
York Rangers to mathematically eliminate Florida from playoff 
contention, the Panthers win their final home game of the 
season 4-3 against the Buffalo Sabres, earning their 27th home 
win of the season. The win sets a new franchise record for wins 
at home, surpassing the previous record of 26 home wins set 
in 1999-00. 


APRIL 8, 2018 

Florida defeats Boston 4-2 at TD Garden to complete the 
season. Henrik Borgstrom’'s first NHL goal opens the game's 
scoring as the Panthers conclude their season with the 
second-most wins in a season in franchise history. They are 
only the second team in NHL history to miss the postseason 
despite posting 96 points. The Cats own a 25-8-2 record after 
the All-Star break, owning the League's most wins and while 
tying for the most points in the NHL over that span. 


APRIL 20, 2018 

Aleksander Barkov is named a finalist for the 2017-18 Lady 
Byng Memorial Trophy. It is the second time in three seasons 
he has been named a finalist for the award. 


APRIL 21, 2018 

Roberto Luongo is named a finalist for the 2017-18 Bill 
Masterton Memorial Trophy. It his first finalist nomination for 
the award in his career. 


MAY 3, 2018 

Florida Panthers founding President and hockey icon Bill Torrey 
passes away at age 83. Serving as the team's Special Advisor 
to the General Manager & Alternate Governor, the Hockey Hall 
of Famer leaves behind a tremendous legacy including four 
Stanley Cup Championships as General Manager of the New 
York Islanders. Mr. Torrey spends 25 years with the Panthers 
organization and was originally named the team’s first 
President on April 19, 1993. 


JUNE 15, 2018 

At a media conference held at Esplanade Park in downtown 
Fort Lauderdale, the Panthers officially unveil their 25th 
Anniversary logo. Ownership John Viola, President & CEO 
Matthew Caldwell, Senior Vice President Shawn Thornton and 
Vice President of Broadcasting & Alumni Randy Moller are on 
hand for the event. The unveiling is part of a celebration to 
begin the Panthers silver anniversary. 


JUNE 19, 2018 

The Panthers acquire perennial 20-plus goal scorer Mike 
Hoffman and a 2018 seventh round draft pick from the San 
Jose Sharks in exchange for the Cats' 2018 fourth round pick 
(via Vegas), 2018 fifth rounder and 2019 second round pick. It 
was announced that Hoffman was acquired by San Jose just 
two hours prior to the trade to Florida. 


JUNE 22, 2018 

With the 15th pick in the first round of the 2018 NHL Draft, 
the Panthers select Grigori Denisenko from Loko Yaroslavl of 
the Russian junior league, the MHL. The 17-year old, Russian- 
born winger is the first player to be selected 15th overall 

in franchise history and the first Russian-born first rounder 
selected by Florida since 2009 (Dmitry Kulikov). 
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SEPTEMBER 17, 2018 

President of Hockey Operations & GM Dale Tallon announces 
that Panthers All-Star centerman Aleksander Barkov has been 
named the 10th captain in franchise history. As Barkov meets 
with the media, former captain Derek MacKenzie, in a class 
display of respect, hands Barkov his new captain's jersey and 
congratulates him on the honor.

JUNE 19, 2019 

At the 2019 NHL Awards, Aleksander Barkov is named the 
recipient of the Lady Byng Memorial Trophy. The youngest 
European-born player in NHL history to receive the honor 
(23 yrs), Barkov is the second Panther in franchise history to 
receive the Byng, joining Brian Campbell in 2011-12. 


JUNE 21, 2019 

With the 13th overall selection in the first round of the 2019 
NHL Draft, the Panthers select goaltender Spencer Knight of 
the United States National Team Development Program. Knight, 
the unanimous no.1 ranked goaltender in the Draft becomes 
the first netminder ever selected in the first round by Florida in 
franchise history. 


JUNE 26, 2019 

After 19 seasons, 11 with the Panthers, franchise goaltender 
Roberto Luongo announces his retirement from the National 
Hockey League. He makes the announcement via social media 
before posting an open letter to the fans on the Panthers 
official website. Luongo leaves the game standing at second 
all-time in games played by a goaltender (1,044) and third in 
wins (489), while owning a multitude of Panthers franchise 
records including wins (230), shutouts (38) and saves (16,068).
